Simple Remedies That Will Often Cure 
Them. 

To cure a stubborn cough take 5 
eents’ worth each of pressed hore- 
hound leaves, pressed hops and wild 
eherry bark. Boil together tp a scant 
quart of soft water to form a strong 
dark tea, strain the ten through cheese- 
cloth without squeezing, add a pound 
of loaf sugar and simmer slowly to a 
thick sirup, 

Take a feaspoonful several times a 
day, whenever the cough is distress- 
fog. For whooping congh add 5 cents’ 
worth of chestnut leaves to the other 
ingredients when making the tea, 

A slight cough may often be quickly 
cured by gargling with hot water in 
whicb a little soda bas been dissolved. 
This is excellent for croup: Take a thin 
eloth—either linen or cotton—saturate 
it with: pure glycerin, add a few drops 
of camphor, then sprinkle nutmeg 
thickly over ali and apply to throat 
and chest, 

Jamphor is a handy remedy in case 
of colds which make breathing diffi- 
cult, Moistep a handkerchief with the 
camphor and Jay it on the pillow, The 
fumes will relieve the head-and induce 
sleep.

Early Days. 
Some of the ordinances of the ear- 
Governor and Council of Quebec 
(m the days of the French regime, 
thow to what extent the Government 
was paternal, For instance, the In- 
tendant Roudot came to the conclu- 
sion that the people in and about 
Montreal raised too many horses, 
ich prevented them from raising 
tattle and sheep. He, therefore, com- 
manded that no inhabitant should 
Own more than two horses or mares, 
and one foal. The people were given 
a time within which to dispose of 
their surplus horses, after which 
animals in excess of the specified 
number would be killed, 

Another remarkable ordinance was 
that of the Intendant Bigot, the 
“arch-grafter’’ of later years of the 
old regime. With a view of promoting 
agriculture and protecting the morals 
of the farmers by saving them from 
the temptations of the cities, he pro- 
claimed to them: ‘We prohibit and 
forbid you to remove to this town 
(Quebec) under any pretext what- 
ever without our permission in writ- 
ing, on pain of being expelled and 
sent back to your farms, your furni- 
ture and goods confiscated, and a 
fine of fifty livres laid on you for the 
benefit of the hospitals; and further- 
more, we forbid »1l inhabitants of the 
city to let houses or rooms to per- 
sons coming from the country on 
pain of a fine of one hundred livres, 
also applicable to the hospitals.” 

One of the problems of the econo- 
mists of to-day is how to check the 
movement cityward of the rural 


population—khow to keep the people 
on the land. + The problem is stil! un- 
‘solyed, but, pressing as it is, it is 


quite certain that our Government 
would not dare adopt Intendart Bi- 
got’s drastic policy, which is only 
possible under an autocratic rule 
AXacked by adequate power to enforce 
it without regard to tho will of the 
people. That such an ordinance was 
pessible shows what was the condi- 
tion of public affairs in Canada dur- 
ing the days of the old regime. 

“The spirit of absolutism,” writes 
Parkman, “‘is everywhere apparent. 
In regard to this very matter,’ writes 
the Intendant Meules, “It is of very 
great consequence that the people 
should not be left at liberty to speak 
their minds.” 

One further instance of the point 
of view ef ihe Government that ruled 
Canada during those now long-ago 
years. In 1671 a resident of Quebec 
named Paul Dupuy was heard to say 
that there is nothing like righting 
one's self, and that whe... the people 
of Wngland cut off the head of King 
Charies I., they did a good thing. 
This was twenty-two years after the 
execution of Charles at the close of 
war against Parliament. 

Dupuy wes arrested and taken be- 
fore the Sovereign Council. That 
body cared little about England’s 
kings and had no reason for caring, 
but it held. Dupuy guilty of speaking 
of royalty in the person of the 
King of England, and condemned 
him to bé led in a shirt, with a rope 
about his neck, and a torch in his 
hadn, to the gate of the Governor's 
palace and there to beg pardon for 
From there he was to be 
taken to the pillory in the Lower 
Town to be branded on the cheek, 
and set in the stocks for half an 
1our; then to be led back to prison, 
ind put in irons “till the information 
against him shall be completed.”

FACTORY EXTENSION 
IN WESTERN GANADA 


A Winnipeg Paper States That the 
Time Has Come to Rival the 
East in Manufactures 


The Toronto Star recently quoted 
@ Winnipeg paper on the subject of 
Manufacturing development in the 
West as follows: 

Winnipeg, Sept. 27.--‘We have no 
Sympathy with the view that there 
is inherent antagonism in the West 
against manufacturers as a class. 
Men with political purposes to serve 
are careful to foster such a spirit. 
It should not, as a fact, be a matter 
of politics at all. There are sound 
economic reasons why manufacturers 
who have, perhaps, not unnaturally, 
up to now, centred” their activities 


now begin to turn their attention, 
with more seriousness, to the needs 
of the West. The West has ceased 
to be a great grain fleld only. Big 
cities have sprung up on the plains, 
the development of -nattral resources 
has been proceeding apace, our agri- 
cultural population has grown amaz- 
ingly in recent years. These cities 
and towns of the West need mant- 
facturers to round out their civie life. 
The basis of every community is 
Tightly acknowledged to he agricul- 
ture, but no centre can achieve its 
true greatness if it is to remain en 
tirely dependent upon agriculture. 
There was a time in the West when 
population wis sparse, rfw wiaterial 
not. easily obtainable,-and labor diffi- 
cult to procure. Manufacturers were 
then reasonably justified in refraining 
from entering upon costly ventures. 
But that day has passed. Every year 
sees the manufacturers’ Western mar- 
ket increasing” 

In this connection the Canadian 
Courier in an editorial article com 
ments with approval on the location 
by Eastern Canadian firms of branch 
factories in the West 

“Strangely enough,” says the 
Courter, “nearly all the manufacturing 
industries in Western Canada have 
come from Eastern Canada, not from 
the United States. When an Ameri 
can firm establishes a Canadian 
branch factory, it is placed in the 
East, seldom in the West. The Ameri 
can wants to be in the big 
of population.

Hon. J. C. Doherty has given 
notice in the House of 
mons of an act to amend the 
Canada VYemperance Act so 
that the Scott Act may be en- 
forced in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan. The act may be en- 
forced in the other provinces 
of Canada with the exception 
of British Columbia, where no 
provision for its enforcement 
is yet made, at the pleasure of 
the ratepayers as expressed at 
the polls. The Scott act per- 
mits of county prohibition and 
is in foree in many counties in 
Canada. Before it could be ap- 
plied to Alberta. or Saskatche- 
wan it would be necessary to 
create temperance districts as 
there are no counties in either 
of these provinces. It is not at 
all likely that any attempt will 
be made to pass the act in eith- 
er of these provinces, however, 
us the temperances forces of 
the provinces will fight for pro- 
vincial prohibition on a general 
| provincial plebiscite.
